John Fitz Winthrop, Edward Palmes, Nathanie} Saltonſtall and John Pynchon junior, 

Eſquires, or any three of them, ( whercof Fdward Cranfeild or Edward Randolph to be of 
the Quorum) are Appointed and Authorized Commiilioners to Examine 8 Enquire into the Reſpective Claims 
and Titles, as well of His Majeſty as of all Perſons or Corporations whatſoever, to the immediate Juriſdition, 
Government, or Propricty” of the Soyle of a certainTract of Land within His Majeſties Dominion of New- 
England, called the Kings Province or Narrazanſet Conntrey, and to call before them any Perſon or Perſons, and 
to Search Records as they ſhall gnd requiſite, and their Proceedings therein with their Opinions upon the 
Matters that ſhall be exainined by them to ſtate, and with all convenient ſpeed Report thereoi to maketo His 
Majeſty : In Purſuance whereof, We the Commiſhoners have thought fit to Certifie and Publiſh to all 
Perſons and Corporations concerned, that we have Concluded and Appointed Wedneſday the 224 of 4u- 
74ſt next, to Convene and Aſſemble at Mr. Richard Smith his Houſe in the Narraganſct Countrey, ther? to 
iHHear and Receive the Claims, Proofs, Pleas and Pretentions of all Perfons what(o:yer cither in behalf of 
His Maicſty, or any other Perſons or Corporations, And that We do hereby Summon and Require all Per- 
ſors and Corpo.ations, that either Poſlets, or Claim any Right or Title ro the Soyle or Juriſdition of or 
within the RUngs Province, Or Narragas|ci C onntrey, whether upon the Main, between the Rivers of Proyt- 
dence and Pauzuatuck, the Ifland of Canonnicut, Prudence, Pattence, or any other Iflands which now or formerly 
are or were reputed to be part of or belonging to the Narraganſet Countrey, either Perſonally or by their Re- 
preſentatives or Agents ally Inſtructed and Impowred to Appear, and give their Attendance at the Time 
and Place aforeſaid; and to produce All Letrers, Acts, and Orders from his Majeſty His Council, or 
any His Commiſſoners tothe reſpz&tive Colonies, Governours or Governments, with all ſuch Charters, 
Deeds, Records and Evidences whatſoever, that may tend to the Clearing of Truth herein, or Authentick 
Copics thereof :* And whereas upon Information given, it is Preſumed that from the Antient Records of 
the Acts of Court, and of Graunts and Conveyances of Land kept at Road- ſand, ſome Collections be- 
neficial to His Majeſty's Intereſt may be made; The ſaid Colony of Road-7ſand and Providence Planta- 
tion, is hereby eſpecially Required to produce all ſuch Papers, Regiſters, or Books of Record as have at 
any time been kept from the Year 1640. or Authentick Copies thereof to this day: And to the End thar all 
Perſons and Corporations Concerned, may haye ſeaſonable and full Notice hereof, We have Ordered this 
Summons to be Printed, and ſundry Copies thereof Atteſted by Mr. William Wharton, (with particular 
Letters under our Hands, Directed to the Several Governours of His Majeſties Colonies in New- Ex- 
gland, )that the ſame may be Aﬀexed and Publiſhed in all convenient Places within their ReſpeRiye Ju-
